Tax reform provision would affect public funding for Raiders stadium

A provision in the tax 
reform legislation unveiled 
by House Republicans on 
Thursday could jeopardize 
financing plans for the pro- 
posed $1.9 billion Las Vegas 
Raiders stadium project. 

A section of the 429-page 
bill would end tax-exempt 
status on bonds used to pay 
for stadiums used by profes- 


What the bill says 


Under a section on “no tax-exempt bonds for professional stadiums,” 
the bill says, “the term ‘professional stadium bond’ means any bond issued 
as part of an issue any proceeds of which are used to finance or refinance 
capital expenditures allocable to a facility (or appurtenant real property) 
which, during at least five days during any calendar year, is used as a 
stadium or arena for professional sports exhibitions, games or training.” 

The bill also said the provision applies to bonds issued after Nov. 2, 2017

RJ sues 
to access 
shooting 
records 


Says questions 
still unanswered

The Las Vegas Review-Jour- 
nal took legal action Friday 
to obtain law enforcement 
records kept secret by au- 
thorities in the wake of the 
Strip shooting. 

In three separate actions, 
the newspaper is joining 
other media outlets seek- 
ing to shed light on the 
investigation into the worst 
mass shooting in modern 
American history. Fifty-eight 
people were killed when a 
gunman fired into a crowd of 
concertgoers from his 32nd- 
floor Mandalay Bay suite 
before killing himself. 

As authorities continue 
to lock down public records 
related to the shooting, ques- 
tions are mounting about the 
emergency response and the 
shooter’s motive. 

The Review-Journal submit- 
ted a petition Friday in Clark 
County District Court seeking 
911 recordings and logs of 
the emergency calls the night 
of the shooting. More than a 
month after the newspaper
